ETTERS from the Terra firma advife, 

that the moft wealthy Inhabitants of the 

Breflan, &c. retire into the Territories 

of the Republink of Genoa and elfe- 

where, becaufe the German Troops ob- 

ferve fo little Difcipline. Several of the Nobility 
and of the principal Gitizens of Milan, are retir’d 
to Bergamo, Ctemona, and Brefcia, fearing the 
Diforders that may be occafion’d by the Siege of 
the Caftle of Milan, in cafe the Imperialifts attack it 
in Form: They own. themfelves that that Enter- 
rize is difficult, and that to fucceed in it they thall 
ave occafion for near 20000 Men, and a numerous 
Artillery, unlefs they would make a tedious Work 
of ir. The Imperial Troops that are employ’d in 
the Blockade of Cremona, have fo ruin’d the Coun- 
try, that a great many of the Inhabitants have 
been oblig’d to leave their Houfes, carrying away 
their Moveables, &c; fo that the faid Troops fuffer ex- 


tremely. General Toralba is extraordinary vigilant | 


for the Prefervation of Cremona: He has difarm'd 
Part of the Inhabitants, expell’d all fufpected Per- 
fons, and has newly by Sound of Trumpet com- 
manded all Strangers to depart the City, which 
they have accordingly done : He caufes the Guards 
and Sentinells to be often reliev'’d and chang’d: As 
for Provifions, he has given {uch good Orders not- 
withftanding the Blockade, that thofe who are come 
out of the City report Corn is ftill at a very mo- 
derate Price in it. "Tis advis’d from the Polcfines 
and the Ferrareze thar the French Garrifon of Mi- 
randola had fummon'’d the Inhabitants of the Mo- 
deneze to pay them Contributions, threatening 
otherwife co raife them by military Execution: That 
the Imperialifts oppos'd it, undertaking to protect 
and affift the faid Inhabitants: And that the Gar- 
tifon of Mirandola have fince made feveral, Ex- 
curfions, and taken a great Number of Prifoners 
and much Booty. The French continue Mafters of 
Oftiglia and of the Banks of the Po from the lower 
Oglio. The 24th of laft Month the Count of 
Cremona Refident of Mantua, notified to the Se- 
mate, that the Duke his Mafter was arriv’d at 
Verona, and Advice is fince come that he is arriv’d 
at Vicenza and Padua under a Guard of fome Troops 
of the Republick : He\is daily expected here. Th 
fame Day, the 24th, the Bifhop of Wormia arriv’ 
here from Rome, accompanied by the Palatine his 
Brother with his Wife and Children. The Pope’s 
Noncie immediately fent him a magnificent Prefent 
of Refrefiments : The next Day the Bifhop waited 
on him to give him Thanks, and the Nuncio has 
teturu’d the Vit, ‘

‘taken Prifoner in Poland fighting againft the 
Swedes, and fent to Stockholm. The King of

* 1702, but order’'d his Caufe to be fairly cry’d ia 
‘ January 1706 ; when he was convicted and con-
